It is a significant thing that the 
only country to. systematically and 
thoroughly practise the “card ti 
penci)” system is the ‘one that . 
pre-eminent in golf to-day, Leary 
the game has not been played 
serlousty there for much more than 
30 years. 

While miny English and Austra- 
‘lian players regard the system with 
scorn, the Amerieans have for years 
been practising it in all yrades, 
from the tyro to the star. 

‘In Australia. It has been - the 
fashion to regard. the player who 
goes forth armed -with a card and 
“pencil in friendly matches as 
“fussy,” or ug one whose newness {8 
so obvious as to be scarcely worthy 
of a smile. Americans on the other 
hand, atttribute much of their golf- 
ing success to this method of scor- 
inig., In England one of the first 
outstanding players to percelve the 
merit ef the American method was 
’ Miss Cecil Leitch, She is said to 
have used it for some years, with 
the most satisfactory: results. * 

It should be quite obvious to any- 
one that it is infinitely better prac- 
tice to play against par, or against 
one’s previous scores’ for the round 
than to merely concentrate on play- 
-ing against an ‘opponent. This lat- 
ter system makes for loose habits. 
It docs not impose any necessity 
upon the player, of doing his ‘best 
‘at every hols, regardless.of what. his 
opponent may be doing. This fs the 


._ keynote of the system so generally 


“adopted jn America, 

‘In the ‘United States a player 
does not concentrate om opposing an 
opponent. , .His object is to equal or 
surpasa that par score of any hole, 
His purtner, or his opponent, as the 


cage may be, does’ not con- 
cern him in the least. “He 
is out to get the best ‘pbsaible 


‘results he {3 capable of. achieving, 
no matter whnt the ether fellow may 
be doing. This means that he is 
obliged to keep himself keyed up for 
the whole of the round. 
Compare this sort of test with 
that which in practj¢e rounds, or 
friendly. yames,'.is in vogue in 
England and in Australia, In such 
games ns these very. few players 
here or in the old country bother 
about beating par. They play the 
man, If they have him in trouble 
at a particular hole they are content 
to observe the “safety first” rule. 
That is to say, they are satisfied to 
win the hole from their opponent.

For the moment 
he haa gone slack, and going slack 
in golf is Hkely to engender bad 
habits. He would have derived 
more plengure and satisfaetion from 
the game if he had disregarded the 
diificultics of his: opponent and had 
concentrated on beating par, instead 


‘of being satisfied to win the hole 


with an indifferent score, 

If intelligently used the card and 
pencil system should enable players 
to improve thelr game on the 
greens. The putting green is the 
agent that is most deatructive of 
good scores, The majority of golf- 
ers can consistently reach even long 
holes in’ two . shots, or at- worst, 
three. At many holes, from 1830 to 
250 yards, they will reach the green 
with their tee-shots. Commonly the 
advantage thus gained is. frittered 
away on the greens by taking two 
and even three putts. The average 
golfer has no idea of the disastrous 
effect his green play has on his score 
unless he records the whole of his 
strokes from start to finish. If he 
does this and checks the number of 
putts, as compared with the number 
of strokes tuken to reach the green, 
the probability. ts that he, wil! be 
startled by the sheer’ waste of 
strokes {n putting. : ; 

+ It ia a rare thing to find an Amer- 
ican golfer without. a card and pen- 
cil, whether he is a back-marker or 
a long-marker, it makes .no differ- 
ence. He goes forth to the fray in- 
tent on’ knowing just where and 
how he stands in the matter of 
golfing merit. But this means he ia 
able to keep a close watch on his 
green play. By comparing his 
figures he quickly finds out just 
where his , greatest wenkners 
Nes. If it is on the greens then he 
can at once appiy himself to the 
task of strengthening his play in 
that particular department. Moat 
players are weak on the greens, but 
they do not realise how great their 
weakness is in putting unleas they 
keep ‘a check on the ‘number of 


atrokes dropped — at the business . 


tnd of the job. 

Putting is the bugbear of 90 per 
cent. of the golfera of all classes. 
The card and-pencil system will help 
them to discover and to overcome 
their weakness on the greens. No 
golfer worthy of the name will 
feebly accept the role. af bad or 
indifferent putter, If he finds he is 
much below par in that respect he]: 
‘will fight the harder to overcome 
hia weakness. The trouble with so 
many players. Is that they do not 
clearly realise the stroke waste that 
goes on when the greens are reach- 
ed.

series of cannons with the’ balls 
almost jammed < in the jaws of a 
corner pocket. It may surprise 
many people to know that not 
only has this wretched ‘stroke 
never been barred, but that there 
is a possibility ofits being. ex- 
ploited again, this.season’ by ona 
of the great cannon players. -A 
stopper, so it, appeared, was put 
on perpetual cannons during the 
past few years by the rule which 
says that after 86 consecutive ball 
to ball or direct ¢annons have 
been made, the run can only .be 
contimued by an indirect cannon. 

The official definition of an .“in- 
direct” cannon is that after the 
cue ball ‘has hit the first object 
ball, it has.to then strike a 
cushion before connecting with 
the second ball and thus-complete 
f cannonball cushion to ball. It 
was by this means that long ball 
to ball cannon ‘runs, whether by 
the “Jarab,” “Anchor,” or “Pen- 
dulum"” methods: were stopped 
without . being actualy barred. 
Now a.genius has come along who 
has discovered that when the An- 
chor stroke ia being played, ‘ the 
striker , as soon as he gets the 
warning from the referee “30 can- 
nons,” slightly loosens the posi- 
tions, and then by a masse ball- 
cushion-to-ball stroke .just shaving 
the second object, he can continue 
indefinitely. : 

There was' an idea prevalent 
that Tom Reece ‘would be the 
pioneer in this movement, but the 
rad truth has to be told that not 
only has the “Anchor” stroke fail- 
ed him, but it has failed him be- 
cause ut the time of writing, he 
has never been near enough to the 
spot cushion to make any cannons 
ut all to spenk of, let alone get 
“Anchor” or “Perdulum"” position. 
Inman, on the other hand, has ns- 
tonished students of the game by 
playing quite a lot at the top of 
the table. 
method of scoring for him, aa his 
fame came by his profi ency at 
the baulk end of the table; going 
in off, or making wide and all 
round the table, cannons., 

Reece snd Inman. 

There’ is another striking 
change that may have al- 
tered billiards history had it 
happened « years ago. Gen- 
erally regarded then as the better 
player by the public, Reece got all 
the sympathy ‘owing to his rival's 
implacable methods. Jt had to be 
not only.an odds on scoring chance 


in England which enables all players 
to. clearly realise how, many strokes 
they waste on the greens.

It was, of course: only the 
standing in the billiards world of 
Mr. Rimington-Wilson that enabled 
this to be done, plus the fact that’ 
he was a very wealthy. man who 
eould afford to give substantial 
sums in prize-money to the profes- 
sionals to play under these cond!- 
tions, 

‘In those days, and I am not 80 
certain that there has been much 
change in this respect, the “prod.” 
would play on tea-trays with 
hard-boiled eggs if the financial 
inducement was . strong ,,enough.: 
The Rimington-Wilson craze was 
not confined to the: “pros.” how- 
ever, as what was perhaps the 
biggest billiards handicap ever 
known, the London Press Handi. 
cap was played under these hybrid 
rules, For this, I was responsible 
as chairman of the committee, the 
inducement being’ a cheque for a 
“Pony” given me by Mr. Wilsen 
‘to go to the Newspaper Press 
Fund, ' 

This handicap had 600 entries in 
1914, but the war stopped it all, 
and since then we have not been | 
able to get a. room in London as 
we did then, free, gratis, and for 
nothing. I am afraid I, have gone 
a dong way round to explain how 
billiards history might have been 
altered. It is simply that Reece 
{s now playing the Inman game of 
tying up and Inman is golng out 
for things. Had Reece done this. 
twenty-five years ago he would: 
probably have won’ atleast one 
championship.

“old Methods, and”

During recont years’-thete has 
been a rapidly Increasing tendency 
among golfers to adopt what 
known as tho square stance, which 
consists of placing the feet In‘lina 
xo'that the body is not turned in 
‘even the slightest dégree towards 
the hole. “It is the principle’ “of 
many of the leading American play- 
ers, Some of. them, indeed, even 
place the loft foot a trifle in front, 
of the right, which means that the 
body: is turned in 2 small meagure 
away from the ball. 

This is a very old idea, sorved up: 
under b- variety of new names... In 
the’ Badminton book of golf, pub- 
lished in 1890, which. les before 
me as] write, it {s proclaimed and 
pictured os the proper stanco for 
eriving. The right foot, we are 
told, must be two, or three inches 
behind the left. . 

I mention this to indicate that 
the countless disciples of present- 
day American. systems are simply 
reverting to fairly ancient British 
theories. I have nothing.to say 
against any stance so long as the 
player obtains good results: from 
it. 

The positions, described may he 
made highly effective Jf practised 
in youth and perfected through the 
years.. That ig what the Ameri- 
cans have done... 
itself to anything. James Brald 
was a classic example of this type 
of golfer in. Britain, and if our 
young players devote themselves to 
it, I daresay. they will be as pro- 
ficient as the Americans at it. 

But I do protest that there is no 
particular advantage to be obtained 
from it; that.while some may gain 
a few yards in length, others who 
cannot hit the ball with that ox- 
actitude which the stance neces- 
sitates (for it is designed 
to’ make the toe of the club 
turn slightly on to the ball and so
